CITY TREASURER ON TRIAL AT SYRACUSE 


Charged with Attempt to Bribe—The City 
Finances Will Be Investigated. 
Syracuse, N. Y., April 28—fSpecial.]— 
The trial of City Treasurer B. W. Roscoe on 
an indictment for attempted bribery was 
begun heretoday. The charge 1s that Ros- 
coe, when he was a candidate for City 
Treasurer a year ago, made Ald. Candee an 
offer of $3,000 for his vote. The Board of 
Aldermen stood six Republicans and five 
Democrats. Mr. Candee did not accept the 
offer, but Mr. Roscoe was chosen to the 
office, Ald. Seager, a Republican, voting 
with the Democrats. At the time the Coun- 
cil was presided over by a Democratic 
Mayor, and it was claimed that there were 
irregularities in the office of the City Treas- 
urer which demanded the appointment of a 
Democrat to successfully conceal. It was 
openly charged that Ald. Seager received 
several thousand dollars for his vote, and 
the claim is made that on the trial it will be 
shown that Mr. Roscoe paid $5,000 to carry 
his election. The day was occupied in the 
securing ofajury. It is expected that the 
trial will develop an investigation orf the 
the city’s finances and that an astonishing 
Stute of affairs will be shown.

MR. PURDY’S MISLEADING REPORT. 


Uniair Btatements Regarding the Water 
Supply and Pumping Works. 

There are two statements in Commission 
Purdy’s annual report which will at — 
challenge attenuon. One is that referr: 
to the quantity of water pumped each — 
the average in the old city. Mr. Purdy says 
it is 110,895,000 gallous, and that there were 
days when 124,000,000 gallons were pumped. 
Mr. Purdy estimates from his own idea of the 
capacity of the pumps or from Mayor 
Cregier’s idea. Careful estimates by better 
posted men indicate that the quantity pumped 
does not exceed 75,000,000 galions per day, and 


that the pumps when worked to the fullest. 


have not a greater capacity. An average of 
75,000,000 would give over ninety gailons of 
water each day for every man, woman, and 
child within the old city. It is impossible to 
believe that quantity was pumped or used. 
Under the inspiration of Mayor Cregier Mr. 
Purdy has been drawing tne long bow. 

Mr. Purdy also says: 

During the years 1887 and 1888 publicity was 
given to the opinion that the engines 


gipe’' was changed from a double cylinder low 
pressure engine to a “compound” engine at a 
considerable expense, but experience proved 
this to be a mistake. A test was madein August, 
1889, by a board of disinterested engineering ex- 
perts, none of whom werein the employ of the 
city; this test proved that the change was a det- 
riment rather than a benefit to the efficiency and 
economy of the engine. And it was then decided 
to change said engine back toitaformer condi- 
tion. This faving been done, a second test was 
made in January, 1890, by the same board of ex- 
perts and practically under the conditions of the 
former test, and the result showed an increase of 
89 per cent in the efficiency of the engine. 

It is implied here that the pumping works 
rendered better service during the Cregier 
Administration than during the Roch® Ad- 
ministration. Every housekeeper, every 
person who rents rooms above the second 
floor of an ordinury building, knows this im- 
plication to be false. For days, sometimes 
tor whole weexs, last July and August water 
could not be obtained from hydrants above 
the first story in buildings in the ou‘skirts 
of the old city, and not above the second 


story in down-town office buildings. There

PACKING-HOUSES FOR THE PACIFIC COAST. 


Immense Plants to Be Established on the 
Slope—Millions to Be Invested. 

There are at the Grand Pacific three men 
whose business in Chicago is so important 
that if their plans are carried out—and it is 
almost certain they will be—the entire meat 
business of the Pacific slope will be revolu- 
tionized. Yesterday afternoon D. T. Hedges, 
J. E. Booge, and A. S. Garretson, all ot 
Sioux City, Ia., registered at the Grand Pa- 
cific. Snortly after their arrival they held 
a secret meeting in which P. D. Armour and 
other Chicago dressed- beef men participated. 

It is the purpose of the Iowa men, with 
some assistance from others, to put upa mam- 
moth packing-hovse at San Francisco, and 
others along the coastas far as the Puget 
Sound country. They have been working ou 
this scheme for nearly a year. All the prep- 
arations have been made; thecapital, which 
is up in the millions, has been secured; noth- 
ing remains to ve done but sign the neces- 
sury papers. This will probably be done to- 
day. Work on the new packing-houses will 
be begun next month. 

When asked about the enterprise Mr. 
Hedges said: a 

All our deals thus far have been success- 
fuly We expect to establish immense pack- 
ing-houses in San Francisco and begin oper- 
ations atonce. The butchering on the Pa- 
cific slope is still carried onin the primitive 
way. and as San Francisco is to the Western 
slope what New York City 1s to the Eastern 
coast it is easy to see the practicability of 
our scheme. A few millions of dollars have 
been secured; we can get moreif it should 
be needed. We have not only decided on the 
San Francisco plant, but also on smaller 
establisnments in different sections of thé 
West. Perhaps we may do something in 
the State of Washington.“

interesting Features Which Will Be Seen 
at the National Exposition, 

Wasurneron, D. C., April 28.—[Special. |— 
Among the proposed features of the Gov- 
ernment exhibit at the Worid’s Fair in Chi- 
cago, not hitnerto published,, are the fol- 
lowing: 

The War Department will display uniforms 
of American soldiers from the colonial 
period down to the present time, camp and 
garrison equipage, the National colors, am- 
bulances, army Wagons, etc. A realistic 
feature of the collection will be a post hos- 
pital. The Ordnance Bureau will contribute 
light artillery, guns, pistols, and swords, in- 
cluding an ancient piece of ordnance which is 
believed to be a relic of the Spanish ocoupa- 
tion of Mexico. 

The Geological Survey has exceptional 


facilities for the preparation of an exhibit 


which will incite the popular interest. Per- 
haps one of the most interesting of these will 
be that devoted to instruments and the geo- 
logical methods of work. Along with this 
would go a complete series of the atlas sheets 
so far completed by the survey, supple- 
mented by models of some of the principal 
regions of special interest to geologists. if 
time permits a large model of tife United 
States will be constructed to show the topog- 


a and geological formation of coun- 
v. 
One of the most important depaftments in 


the proposed exhibit is devotea to the min- 
erals of the United States. Should sufficient 
money be granted it is proposed to raake a 
collection which will compare favorably with 
any in the world. 

The Bureau of Animal Industry will ex- 
hibit the various animal products. Probably 
an exhibit will also be made showing the 


work of the Bureau in dealing with animal 


diseases. 

If possible an exhibit of the nature and 
character of the soils in various States 
sections of the country will be mad 


to the depth of from four to six feet. 

The Patent Office exhibit will be an histori- 
cal presentation of the growth of invention, 
from the rude appliances used in the fif- 
teenth century to those in use near the 
of the nineteenth century. 


EX-STATE TREASURER ARCHER INDICTED,

No Postponement Willi Be Allowed—Archer 
Sufficientiy Kecovered to Stand Trial. 

Baron, Md., Abril 28—[Special.}— 
After much unnecessary delay the criminal 
prosecution of Ex-State Treasurer Stevenson 
Archer was begun today by the grand jury 
of this city indicting him for the embezzle- 
ment of $118,000 of the State’s funds. Archer, 
though still at his bome in Belair, is suf- 
ficiently recovered to stand triai.

There is no doubt about a true bill 
being found, and there will be no delay or 
postponement of trial permitted. Attorney-

prosecution. The Archer family is one of 
the most influential in the State and ever 
effort has been put forth to prevent crim 
prosecution. Mr. Archer, however, will ha 
to face the music.

It Also Totally Consumed the Old Empire 
Warehouse and Destroyed $40,000

It was just bout the 
time the people from the down-town stores 
geo factories had got over by the river and 
Jackson street when they smelled smoke. 
fhe engines came tumbling and clanging 

the street, got pretty well inte tne 
smoky cloud, and got ready to go to work, 
when some of tne clerk of the Empire ware- 
house came tearing slong, yeilng: 

«Down this way!“ 

‘The engines were two blocks too far north. 

Tt was the warehouse on Market street 
right next the United States bonded ware- 
house and at the corner of Adams street. It 
was an old building and was as dry as tinder 
inside. That was what made it burn so 
feriously and caused a “411” alarm to be 
sounded. The man who knows it al! was 
there. He said nothing but tar and resin 
could make such & smoke and such a biaze. 
He was as near right as usual. The ware- 
pouse was full of cement. 

The building was owned by James S. Oliver 
ef South Bend, Ind. It was an old structure of 
prick and two stories bigh. The firm occupy- 
ing it was Dickinson Bros. & King. Both we 
Dickinsops and eight clerks were. in the 
front office on the second floor about 6:20 
golock when the place began to smell 
ef smoke. The porters bad all gone 
dome One of the DickMsons opened 
the partition door and saw that 
te house was afire,and telephoned to the 
Fire Department. Tnen de ran out, for the 
smoke was choking. There hasn’t been a 
fre in years where the streets were so full 
of blinding, acrid smoke. It drove the peo- 
ne on the bridges. They packed Jackson 
street bridge as full as a National convenwon. 
They climbed up the iron posts and stood in 
rows on the crossbeams like fowis in a 
penroost. The girders were strung with 
adveoturous boys lke beads on wires. 
Every ume the bridge was swung there was 
mech commotion and greatfun. Everybody 
seemed to think it wasa spectacie for his 
especial benefit and didn’t seem to realize 
thai the building was a total loss, that Dick- 
inson Bros. & King would never get a 
cent’s worth of good out of the $30,600 or 
$40,000 worth of cement, which. was so thor- 
oughly wetted as to be 8 ruined. It 
may have been that the people knew by in- 
stinct that tne loss was fully covered by in- 
surance. They were right, and Murpny & 
Hchiebie, No. 166 La Salle street, pi it.

MAY NOT PAY MILLS AND INGHAM. 


The County Board's Treatment of the 
Case—The Snell Read Vatlawed,. 

At the meeting of the County Board yes- 

terday County Attorney Terhune submitted 


aa opinion in reference to the Mills-Ingham-- 


Hynes bill for the prosecution of the Cronin 


case. He said: 

Ten thousand dollars was appropriated for the 
State's- Attorney in the prosecution of the Cronin 
case. Under the resolution the State’s-At- 
torney became the accredited agent of the coun- 
ty for the purpose of employing such assistance 
and having recourse to such measures as he 
might deem necessary, and had ample authority 
to engage associate counsel to be paid such 
reasonabie compensation as he might deem just. 
The record shows that Messrs. Mills, Ingham, 
Hynes, and Dunne were appointed by the court 
to assist the State's- Attorney at the élatter’s 
special request. 0 

Al the county never made an express 
contract with Messrs. Mills et al, nevertheless 
the State’s-Attorney requesting them to serve 
and the court so appointing them amounted to 
an implied contract between Soa eee the coun- 
ty. ben the law finds an implied contract it 
is given the same place as is an express contract. 
The State’s-Attorney certifies that the services 
in question were worth the amount charged and 
recommends payment therefor. It seems that 
the $10,000 first appropriated was exhausted long 
before it became time to sejtie the bills now un- 
der discussion, and subsequent developments 
have demonstrated that said appropriation was 
inadequate to meet the emergency. After care- 
fuily reviewing all of the facts Il am of the opin- 
jon that your honorable body has authority to 
rat ity the implied ,contract, and that there is no 
legai objection to your appropriating such fur- 
ther sum as may be necessary to liquidate the 
obligations thereby created. 

Notwithstanding this opinion some of the 
Commissioners objected to the payment of 
the bilis. Commissioner Bonner moved that 
the Whole sabject be referred back to the 
Committee on Public Service. This action 
Was taken. 

,Another opinion by the County Attorney 
Was accorded more courteous treatment. It 
was about the Snell toll-road, and said:

Plain Expressions by Dr. Fisk—The Rev. 
Joseph Cook and the Fair. 
At the meeting of Methodist ministers yes- 


terday the Rev. H. J. Fisk, D. D., Principal: 


of the Preparatory School of the Northwest- 
ern University, read an essay on “ What 
Are the Marks of a True Philanthropy?’ “A 
faise philanttropy,“ he said, “in New Or- 
leans accepted a gift from tne Louisiana Lot- 
tery company, and thus provided protection 
ior the city against the floods. A false phi- 
lanthropy proposed to license a lottery in Da- 
kota to replenish une State Treasury and aid 
the farmers. A false philanthropy licenses 
the saloons in — and the brotheis 
in Paris. A false philanthropy sought to 
cure early and ill-assurted marriages by 
quick and cheap divorces.”’ True philan- 
thropy had no poetry or flowers for con- 
demned criminais, did not sympathize with 
alithe measures of trades unions, and was 
not desirous that the wages of women should 
be made equal to those of men. Inairect 
charities’ were of more value than direct. 
Preaching the Gospel was better than giving 
bread, and mission schools, churches, and 
libraries of higher value than hospitals. A 
discussion on the paper followed. The Rev. 
Frank Bristoi said he thought it time to say 
from the pulpit that women who did the same 
work as men should receive the same wages. 

The meeting of the Congregational clergy- 
men at the Grand Pacific Hotel was ad- 
dressed by the Rev. Joseph Cook of Boston. 
He said it was his desire that the World’s 
Fair of material exhibits should be suppie- 
mented by a at display of evangelical re- 
ligion in the form of religious conventions. 
In addition be wanted to see a non-partisan 
temperance convention. The speaker paid 
Chicago a compliment for the superior enter- 
prize that had secured the Fair when it was 
so eagerly sought by New York and the East. 
“Tne Relation of Bible Figures to Bible 
Doctrine’’ was tae topic of the day, present- 
ed by the Rey. R. B. Lloyd. The Rev. J. W. 
Jobnson of Metropolis, whose newly-built 
church edifice was recentiy destroyed by a 
cyclone, described the storm. 

Dr. E. L. Scofield led the discussion at the 
Baptist ministers’ meeting with a paper on 
the “Spiritual Body.” Sympathetic resolu- 
tions in reference to the illness of Dr. Luther 
Stone of the First Church ana F. E. Morgan, 
a Baptist missionary, were adopted.

bond in the sum of $10,000 was required be- 


fore the issue of the injunction. 

The bill was filed by James K. McGill, who 
says he is the owner of property at Madison 
street and Sacramento avenue, at Hamilton 
avenue and Adams street, and on Twelfth 
street west of Laflin street, upon which prop- 
erty he 1s assessed about $30 annually for 
park purposes. Itis said that as such citi- 
zen and taxpayer he is entitled to tne undis- 
turbed use ana enjoyment of the public parks 
so far as the Park Commissioners are able to 
maintain and beautify them. 

It is statéd on information and belief that 
the Park Board bas $50,000 on hand which 
could be made available for the purpose of 
adorning and improving the parks. With 
other taxpayers the complzinant desires to 
enjoy peacetully the portion of Garfield Park 
south of Madison street, which is vested in 
the Commissioners in trust for the inhab- 
itants of the West Town for use as a pub- 
lic pleasure ground, way, or promenade, 
and not for any other purpose whatsoever. 
Upon the map of the West Chicago park sys- 
tem, says the pill, this portion of Garfield 
Park presents a diversified and lovely ap- 
pearance, with lakes and shady, romantic 
walks and drives, butin reality it is of an 
entirely different character. It is suggested 
that this part of the park might be used for 
base-ball, tennis, or croquet for the children 
of the complainant and of other taxpayers. 
The members of the Park Board—Harvey L. 
Thompson, Christian C. Kohlsaut, Fred M. 
Blovat, George Mason, Willara Woodara, 
Henry 8. urkhardt, and © K. G. 
Biliags—are accused of having neglected 
and refused to improve it, but .have 
permitted the defendants, Rice, Tucker 
a manager and trainer of horses,” Kane, 
and King and others unknown to maintain 
there what they term a Gentlemen's Driv- 
ing Park.“ The men named are said to be 
“owners of alleged fast horses of aoubtful 
pedigrees and reputation,” who maintain 
there almost daily these alleged races for 
supposed money purses or wagers,” charging 
an entrance fee to said hippodrome or races, 
having inclosed the land so as to exclude the 
general public.“ 

It is averred that they have, with the con- 
sent of the Park Commissioners, ‘erected un- 
signtly sheds,’’ where “horses of the kind 
known as ‘ringers’ are kept and main- 
tained.”” During these “alleged races or 
hippodromes”’ it is said that sporting char- 
acters of unsavory reputation congregate 
there, using loud and profane lan- 
guage and driving at s high rate 
of speed on the track and on Madison 
street, Washington street, and “the alleged 
boulevard running through said portion of 
the park,“ 8 life unsafe and the 
neighborhood unfit for the general public. 
The occupation of this part of the park for 
such purposes is said to constitute a continu- 
ing nuisance to citizens of the West Side. It 
is also said that it has depreciated property. 

The Park Board is said. to have enough 
funds on band to improve this part of the 

rk—at least enough to pay for sodding. 

he compiainant offers to defray the expense 
of turning it into a common and will under. 
take to join with him other public-spirited 
citizens. 

It is represented that the members of the 
board intend at the meeting to be held today 
to execute a lease, or at any rate 
to permit the occupation of the land 
for another year by the horsemen 
and sporting characters mentioned unless 
restrained by an injunction. It is prayed 
that they may be restrained from taking 
such action, and that all the defendants be 
enjoined from teasing or using this part of 
the park for the purposes of a race track, or 
from maintaining or aliowing to be built 
thereon fences, horse-sheds, or other appur- 
tenances pertaining to sport of that kind 
until the further order of the court. 


PRESBYTERIANS FEAST AND TALE. 


Meeting of Their Social Union Last Night 
—Individualism Discussed. 

The Presbyterian Social Union had one of 
its enjoyable suppers at the Palmer House 
last evening. The subject of the discussion 
that followed was “Individualism,” which, 
unde the Chairmanship of Dr. Elisha Gray, 
was responded to as follows: In Religion,” 
by the Rev. Frank Sneed; “In the State,“ 
by Alexander Forbes; In Business,“ by H. 
E. C. Daniels. 5 

Mr. Sneed compared individualism in re- 
ligion with socialism, showing how the lat- 
ter endeavored to make man’s nature better 
by making his surroundings better and by 
working entireiy from the outside, while re- 
ligion, commencing at man's heart, passed to 
the betterment of his surroundings through 
his mind. 

Mr. Forves dwelt on the evils resulting 
from the individualism which caused men to 
seek high places in the State for their own 
* and, ou reaching office, made them act 

violation of their own conscience and 
against tne wishes of their own people. “ He 
serves his party best who serves his country 
best.“ is not, in Mr. Forbes’ opinion, a popu- 
lar maxim in political circles. bat but indi- 
vidualism, de asked, caused our statute 
boobs to be disgraced with laws which brought 
to neary every man’s cheek the biush of 
shame? What ut individualism makes our 
highest statesmen cringe at the feetof the 
blatant sand-lot orators of the Pacific coast 
and others of their ilk? 

“Individualism in business,” according to 
Mr. Daniels, was another matter. It brought 
success, be said, and success in business was 
wealth. Wealth accomplished all that was 
good and holy. Perhaps even personal re- 
ward was not sucha bad thing. It stimu- 
lated constantly to renewed efforts. He 
closed with a modest plea for the demands 
of working men. 

The evening closed witha few happy re- 
marks from Chairman Gray called forth bs 
the opinions of the previous speakers.

Joseph Cook is nothing if not aggressive. 
Last night he poured the hot shot from his 


battery of statistics historical memor- 
anda — political Romanism before an audi- 


larations. a ee 

Without pretension to oratory Mr. Cook 
has an earnestness of delivery which oum- 
mands the closest attention even of those 


who do not agree with him. 

The lecturer was introduced by the Rev. 
Dr. Fawcett, pastor of Park Avenue Metho- 
dist Episcopal Church. Mr. Cook announced 
that the subject of his lecture was “Jesuit 


Aggression in America.” 
“Three watchwords I venture to propose 


for the present year and for the .twentieth 


century,“ he began. 
free church, and free State; second, eternal 
vigilance to preserve their freedom; third, 
no ballot for the man who takes his politics 


from any alien Power.“ 
This was a good starter and the audience 


applauded loudly. 

The lecturer then proceeded to sail into 
the policy of the Roman Catholic Church. 
without mercy. He said there were two 
Popes—a white and a black. The white Pope 
was the head of the Catholic church and tha 
black Pope the head of the Jesuit order. 
Whenever these Popes disagreed the black 
one always had his own way. Daniel O'Con- 
nell had said he was wilimg to take his re- 
ligion from Rome, but would rather take his 
politics from Stamboul; but an American 
Cardinal had declared that whoever says 
he will take his religion but not 
his politics from Rome is not a good 
Catholic.” The white Pope, however, 
was represented as & person of little 
political authority, that part of Romanism 
being under the entire control and direction 
of the black Pope. It was almost impossible 
for Americans to believe that the pretensions 
of Rome to temporal authority were made 
seriously. Jesuitism Was represented as a 
chameleon, capable of adapting itself to un 
surroundings. If Europe should turn social- 
istic Rome would know now to profit by the 
change. Cardinal Gibbons at Baltimore 
might be easily approached in democratic 
America, but such was not the case waer e 
the Jesuits were in vower. Attention was 
called to the great interest the Jesuits always 
manifested in matters of education. Their 
hobby seemed to be primary education in 

rochial schools, because whatever was put 
nto the minds of children would influence 
themin after years. Instances. were cited 
where priests had brutally beaten children 
for refusing to attend parochial schools. 

LOOKED AT IN ANOTHER LIGHT. 

Shifting his bearings the lecturer puta 
few bypothetical questions to his audience. 
He wanted to know what the public would 
say if the Methodists of this country shouid 
demand u portion of the school funds? Sup- 
pose the Methodists had a head officer in some 
foreign country who would attempt to direct 
the political actions of the Methodist, in 
Americai What if the confessional were in- 
troduced into the Methodist Church and an 
attempt should be made to force the Meth- 
odists to send their children to parochial 
schools! What if the Methodists formed 10,- 
000,000 of the population of America! Would 
they not naturally hope for a great triumph? 
Would a lecturer then be justified in dis- 
cussing political Methodism?” Mr. Cook 
thought he would, and his audience seemed 
to think s0, too, 

He theught it safeto say that America 
rested on the tripod of free schools, free 
churches, and free State. If one of the sup- 
porta were removed the tripod would give 
way and the whole structure would tumbie. 
He dia not delight in arousing ecclesiastical 
prejudices; he would not make an assault on 
Jesuitism in America if ba did not believe he 
wus justified in doing so by the published 
Jesuit books and by the N attacks 
made upon Americas common school system. 
He justified himself by declaring that the 
Romao Catholic Church maintained that the 
State had no right to educate children— 

that education was the ecclesiastical 
function of the Roman Catholic 
Church. In countries where Church 
ana State were not united, however, 
the priests were to see that the children were 
sent to the parochial schools; that public 
funds were divided between the public and 
parochial schools, and “that no text-books 
injurious to the Catholic religion should be 
allowed in the public schools.’ 

“The duty of self-preservation gives the 
people the right to educate their children in 
the pubic schools,“ he continued, “and all 
the churches have the right to instruct their 
own children in meir own schools—at their 
own expense. State and church should be 
kept forever separate, but the State ought 
not to be kept separate from morals entirely. 
There should be no distinction in favor of 
apy sect in tne text-books of the public 
schools.“ N 

Mexico had a Catholic Government, but 
the Government, although Roman Catholic 
in religion, had abolished parocbial schools. 
The Jesuits were not permitted to hold any 
prominent political places there aud were 
forbidden to take part in any educational 
work. Asimilar state of affairs existed in 
Chili and the Argentine Republic, aithough 
in both of these countries the Roman Catho- 
lic Church was the prevailing religious pow- 
er. This was the result of the rebellion of 
the Roman Catholics in religion ‘against 
Romish interference in matters of politics 
and education. 

NOT INDOKSED BY LAYMEN. 

The Catholic laymen in this country did 
not, as a rule, indorse whe interierence of the 
clerical party, but the laymen had not 
the power to resist. The church heid 
them in subjection and could refuse them 
absolution and the sacraments of the church 
if they failed to obey. 

Dr. McGlynn’s case was mentioned as an 
instance when a Romanist refused to receive 
his politics from Rome, Dr. McGlynn was 
applauded by the Protestant world for his in- 
dependence, but was soundiy abused by the 
— and suspended from his priestly of- 

ce. 

The manner of carrying elecuons by cater- 
ing to the desires of the Uatholic Church was 
mentioned. In one of the States of this Union 
a few years ago a Governor was elected by 
Roman Catholic votes. A few months after 
his election a priest went to him 
and said: “A member of my church 
has been imprisoned for murder. 
He is the only support of his mother and I 
want him pardoned.““ The Governor turned 
to his private secretary and immediately had 
— pardon written out and affixed his signa- 
ure, 

This incident was related to the lecturer 
by the priest who secured the pardon and 
who nas since left the Catholic Church. 

Mr. Cook read a number of passages from 
Catholic school-books to show how history is 
falsified and facts garbled to redound to the 
credit of the Romish church. In one of these 
books appeared the statement that nearly all 
the great discoveries in science were made 
by Catholics—the’ steam engine, the electric 
telegraph, the printing 88. 

In conclusion he ur the public to open 
its eyes to the danger threatening the com- 
mon school system of America, 

“I want we State to know just what is 
taught in every public and private school,” 
he said. “I want every private school to be 
under State inspection and the inspection 
made mandatory.” 

This sentiment was the signal for tremen- 
dous applause.
